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Taxpayer 
foots bill 
for funeral 
of Morris 

THE funeral of Cannock 
Chase child killer Raymond 
Morris was paid for with 
thousands of pounds of tax¬ 
payers’ money. 

The Ministry of Justice 
has revealed it cost £2,686 
to cremate the murderer. 
The figure includes pay¬ 
ment for a floral tribute for 
the 84-year-old, who died in 
prison last year. Morris, of 
Green Lane, Walsall, was 
jailed in 1969 for the rape 
and murder of seven-year- 
old Walsall schoolgirl Chris¬ 
tine Darby. 

The killer was also the 
prime suspect in the kill¬ 
ings of Diane Tift, aged five, 
of Bloxwich, and Margaret 
Reynolds, six, of Aston. 

All three bodies were 
found dumped within miles 
of each other. Each had 
been sexually assaulted 
and strangled. Details re¬ 
leased under the Freedom 
of Information Act state the 
taxpayer-funded funeral bill 
included £285 for his coffin 
and a £15 floral tribute. 

Father-of-two Morris died 
at HMP Preston in March 
last year. An inquest heard 
he died from chronic mye¬ 
loid leukaemia. 

Cannock councillor Mau¬ 
reen Freeman, a retired 
police officer who took part 
in the original Morris case 
said: “Quite frankly if it is 
taxpayers’ money it is quite 
appalling and disgusting.”.” 

Fuel stop in 
further cuts 

PETROL prices came down 
even further at a forecourt 
in Walsall, with cars queu¬ 
ing at the pumps. 

Ablewell service station 
slashed the cost of a litre of 
unleaded down to just 96.4p. 

Bosses said trade was up 
by 40 per cent on Friday as 
a result. 

The garage, which is sup¬ 
plied by Harvest Energy, 
started a petrol price war 
recently, when it became 
one of the first in the West 
Midlands to sell a litre of un¬ 
leaded below £1 for the first 
time in eight years. 


TURNAROUND FOR 
RUNDOWN ESTATE 


ABOUT 350 homes will be built on 
Walsall’s rundown Goscote estate in 
two years’ time. 

The estate has been empty for years and is 
used by travellers and fly-tippers. While Wal¬ 
sall Housing Group has not yet drawn up its 
exact designs, it is hoped construction on the 
houses will finally start in two years. 


Development manager 
Mark Tranter said: “We’re 
looking to build 350 homes 
on the old Goscote estate. 
We still need to design that, 
but we hope to start it in 
April 2017.” 

The figure is for 50 more 
homes than were initially 
suggested. Previous plans 
for the now-flattened estate 
around Goscote Lodge Cres¬ 
cent, Hildicks Crescent and 
Middle Crescent involved 
turning it into open space. 
However, that was scrapped 
after it emerged green belt 
land in nearby The Lea 
would be used for housing. 

That scheme was dropped 
after more than 800 people 
objected. About 280 derelict 
homes were bulldozed in the 
project which started back 
in 2007. 

Partnership 

However, one defiant 
householder refused to 
budge until a suitable com¬ 
pensation package was 
agreed and stayed put until 
2011. Mr Tranter said: 
“We have a major growth 
programme to build 1,900 
homes within the next four 
years.“We have secured 
£250 million through a bond 
scheme to secure our growth 
and build these homes over 
the next four years.” 

Twenty-nine homes for 
affordable rent are cur¬ 
rently being built in the 
Harden area by Galliford 
Try in partnership with

WHG. They are due to be 
ready by March 2015. Work 
on a further 412 properties 
at the former Poets estate, 
Harden, which will be avail¬ 
able for rent and sale, was 
started two months ago by 
developer Keepmoat. 

These properties, around 
the old Shakespeare Cres¬ 
cent, Keats Road and Chau¬ 
cer Road areas, will be 
completed by April 2018. 

Tenants and homeowners 
were relocated to other parts 
of the borough when hun¬ 
dreds of homes were pulled 
down from 2005, including 
in Shakespeare Crescent, to 
make way for more modern 
properties. Last year, WHG 
secured £250m of invest¬ 
ment on the capital markets 
towards the cost of the rede¬ 
velopment schemes. 

The housing provider also 
attracted more than £8m 
investment as part of the 
Government’s Black Coun¬ 
try Growth Deal. 

Grant funding has also 
come from the Homes and 
Communities Agency which 
will go towards rebuild¬ 
ing the Goscote estate. By 
March WHG will complete 
220 homes at Silver Court, 
Short Street and Wessex 
Close, Brownhills; Har- 
rowby Road, Moxley; Somer- 
field Road, Bloxwich; and 
Pennine Way, Short Heath, 
Willenhall.

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Ex-housing officer in fire tragedy 


THE death of a former housing of¬ 
ficer in a fire at his home near Wal¬ 
sall has been ruled an accident by 
a coroner. Roger Still, aged 63, was 
found by firefighters at his house in 
in Brackendale Drive, Yew Tree Es¬ 
tate, on August 3 last year. 

Mr Still, who worked as a housing 
officer for Sandwell Council for 23 
years, suffered from a severe form 
of multiple sclerosis which meant 


that he used a wheelchair and re¬ 
quired extensive care and support. 

An inquest at Smethwick Coun¬ 
cil House last Friday heard that 
Mr Still was ‘highly likely’ to have 
started the blaze accidentally by 
dropping a box of lit matches onto 
the floor. Recording a verdict of ac¬ 
cidental death, Assistant Coroner 
Dr Andrew Thompson, said: “Mr 
Still’s property was secure when the 


fire service arrived. In fact they had 
to break in to gain entry. 

“This was an accidental fire 
caused by the careless disposal of 
smoking materials. I conclude Mr 
Still’s death was accidental.” 

Offering evidence at the inquest, 
Mr Still’s brother, Derek, 59, said 
the deceased had been a heavy 
smoker until a recent heart attack 
led to him reducing his habit to one 


cigarette a day. The inquest heard 
that Mr Still suffered extensive 
burns to his head, neck and back 
as a result of the fire, which caused 
him to suffer heat shock. 

Mr Still’s family paid tribute 
to their ‘caring and fun-loving 
brother’, who they say was devoted 
to his work at Great Bridge Housing 
Office and with Sandwell’s anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour prevention team. 


Bulky waste collection 
fees will be increased 


BULKY waste collection charges are to in¬ 
crease in Walsall after it emerged the service 
is losing the council almost £40,000 a year. 

The cost for picking up large items such fridg¬ 
es, beds and freezers is being revised by the cash- 
strapped council from February following a review. 
Council chiefs say the current cost of £13.50 for five 
items is significantly lower than other authorities. 


Semite will 
help people 
with issues 

A NEW service is being 
launched in Walsall to 
support older people and 
families living with mental 
health conditions and de¬ 
pression. The Mind Matters 
Cafe at 17 Lichfield Street 
will take place every fourth 
Wednesday of the month 
from 10.30am - 12.30pm. 

Designed to provide sup¬ 
port within an informal, 
friendly and relaxed envi¬ 
ronment, the cafe will give 
people the chance to social¬ 
ise and make friends. 

It will be run under the 
Pathways for Life service 
provided by the Accord 
Group and Walsall Age UK 
and is funded by Walsall 
joint clinical commissioning 
group and Walsall Council. 

Nicole Beeching, head of 
service development from 
the Accord Group, said: 
“The cafe will provide peo¬ 
ple with depression and 
mental health conditions 
with the opportunity to take 
part in social activity with 
other people in a similar 
situation and share experi¬ 
ences.” 

Information around other 
services and support will be 
also be available. 

Ms Beeching added: “Peo¬ 
ple affected by depression 
experience a significant re¬ 
duction in their quality of 
life.” 


The new pricing structure 
will see people charged £15 
for one to three items, £30 
for four to six or £45 for 
seven to nine goods. Walsall 
Council introduced a charge 
for bulky collections in April 
2001 with the last price in¬ 
crease in 2010. 

On average the service 
costs around £94,000 per 
year to operate, but in the 
last financial year it brought 
in £55,700 - a shortfall of 
nearly £40,000. 

Bosses say they have 
compared the prices with 
other authorities includ¬ 
ing Sandwell, which charge 
£35.12 for five to eight bulky 
items plus up to 10 bags. 

Environment chief, coun¬ 
cillor Lee Jeavons, said: 
“Walsall’s current pricing 
structure is significantly 
lower than other authori¬ 
ties and is currently costing 
the council a substantial 
amount of money per year 
to run. 

“It is well documented 
that the authority has to 
save £86 million over the 
next four years and based on 
the level of demand in the 
first half of 2014/15 this in¬ 
crease will reduce the finan¬ 
cial impact on the council 
and bring the service closer 
towards breaking even. 

“We are, however, mind¬ 
ful of the fact that it needs 
to be affordable for our cus¬ 
tomers and Walsall remains 
the cheapest place to get rid 
of a three piece suite in the 
West Midlands.” 

Items which can be col¬ 
lected include beds, tables, 
chairs, three piece suites, 
cookers, fridges, freezers, 
wardrobes, and fire hearths.

Councillor Robertson, 
who is also chairman of 
Walsall’s health and wellbe¬ 
ing board, said: “We know 
from experience that people 
respond best to other people 
who they can identify with. 

“A mum-to-be speaking 
about her experience of the 
flu jab is going to strike a 
chord with other pregnant 
women far more than any¬ 
one else. The creative devel¬ 
opment team spoke to more 
than 850 women and were 
able to do a great job by 
sharing information, help¬ 
ing to dispel any myths and 
signposting them to their 
GP to have their vaccina¬ 
tion.” 

The flu vaccine is free of 
charge to pregnant women 
and reduces the risk of com¬ 
plications such as prema¬ 
ture birth if women catch 
the flu while pregnant.

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Hospital 
workers 
to strike 
in dispute 

DOZENS of hospital staff 
across the West Midlands 
will be taking part in a na¬ 
tional strike today, it has 
been confirmed. 

The frustrated staff NHS 
workers are walking out 
over disputes with the Gov¬ 
ernment regarding pay and 
conditions.

will take their breaks and 
not do unpaid overtime. 

A further 24-hour walk¬ 
out will follow on February 
24. 

Franco Buonaguro, of 
Unison, said: “We warned 
months ago that this dis¬ 
pute is here to stay unless 
the Government and NHS 
employers are prepared to 
negotiate with us.” 

A&E targets 
missed again 

WALSALL Manor Hospital 
has fallen short of hitting a 
national target for treating 
patients at its accident and 
emergency ward for a sec¬ 
ond week running. 

Figures from NHS Eng¬ 
land show that out of 1,363 
patients coming to A&E for 
the week ending January 11, 
just 70 per cent were seen 
within four hours. The na¬ 
tional target is 95 per cent. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust revealed recently 
that there has been a 27 
per cent increase in emer¬ 
gency admissions during 
2014/15 compared to those 
in 2012/13.

Knife attacker is 
in secure hospital 

A MENTALLY ill 33-year- 
old man who slashed a per¬ 
son seven times across the 
face with a knife in an un¬ 
provoked attack has been 
ordered to be detained in a 
secure hospital. 

Glyn Bleasdale lashed 
out after meeting the other 
man on the landing outside 
his flat on March 3, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was 
told. Mr Howard Searle, 
prosecuting, said: “Thank¬ 
fully, all the injuries were 
minor lacerations.” 

Bleasdale from Harri¬ 
son Street, Bloxwich, who 
admitted wounding, has 
been diagnosed as paranoid 
schizophrenic. 

Investigation on

Festive drink drivers down by a third 


THE number of drink-drivers 
caught by West Midlands Police 
over Christmas was down by more 
than a third on the previous year. 

Only 11 per cent of more than 
2,000 motorists breathalysed 
throughout December were over the 
legal alcohol limit. The official fig¬ 
ures relate to the initial test drivers 
take after being stopped by officers. 
A total of 2,080 people were checked 


by officers and 225 of those - 77 of 
whom were involved in an accident 
- provided a positive result on the 
first test or failed to provide a sam¬ 
ple, 138 less than 12 months earlier. 

The number who also failed the 
subsequent test and were charged 
with drink or drug driving offences 
was 163 - 40 fewer than the pre¬ 
vious year. Every driver charged 
with drink-driving was named by 


the police during the Christmas 
crackdown for the second year in an 
effort to make people think twice 
before getting behind the wheel 
when under the influence. 

Inspector Greg Jennings, who led 
the campaign, said: “Our primary 
aim is to make the roads safer for all 
and Christmastime is always a peak 
period for us, with so many people 
out celebrating and perhaps behav¬ 


ing differently to normal. It is never 
acceptable to get behind the wheel 
when under the influence - you pose 
a serious risk to others on the road, 
let alone yourself. 

“Seeing people’s names there 
makes it all the more real and if 
one person was deterred from tak¬ 
ing to the road after a night out on 
the tiles as a result of our messages 
then it is worthwhile.” 


Baby boom fuels plan 
for school expansion 


A PRIMARY school will increase its number 
of pupils by a third as it expands to deal with 
a baby boom. 

The plans for Fibbersley Park Primary, which is 
attended by children in Willenhall, Walsall and Wol¬ 
verhampton, will create 15 jobs. The school will take 
in 90 reception children in September - up from the 



with Walsall Council to 
build a new two-storey 
teaching block at the school 
in Noose Lane, Willenhall, 
ready for the new school 
year. 

The proposals also involve 
internal alterations to the 
existing school and could 
create around 15 full-time 
jobs. The plans state that 
historically there has been a 
decline in the number of pri¬ 
mary schoolchildren in the 
borough, but in recent years 
the trend has reversed and 
there has been an increase 
in births. 

A report, lodged with the 
plans, reads: “Taking into 
account other contributory 
factors, including migra¬ 
tion into the borough and 
an increase in new housing 
developments, indications 
are that in coming years we 
are going to have significant 
problems allocating pupils 
in certain areas of the bor¬ 
ough a suitable reception 
place. 

“As a result there is the 
need to provide additional 
places in the Willenhall 
area of the borough for the

intake in September 2015.” 
It said that Fibbersley Park 
Primary was an ‘extremely 
popular and successful 
school’ that was rated by 
Ofsted as outstanding in all 
categories. 

If the plans are given the 
nod, work on the new block 
is expected to start in April 
and finish by February 
2016. It would have six jun¬ 
ior class bases, two ‘break 
out’ areas, a small hall, a 
specialist practical room, an 
office, a meeting room, toi¬ 
lets and storage space. 

The internal alterations 
would be carried out during 
the six week summer holi¬ 
day period. The increased 
admissions will move up 
through the schools annu¬ 
ally, and will ease the de¬ 
mand for spaces. 

The report added: “All 
building work will need to 
be completed in time for the 
first 90 pupil intake of re¬ 
ception pupils to Fibbersley 
Park to be accommodated 
at the start of the autumn 
term.”

Court bill 
for expert 
in limes' 
removal 

A TREE surgeon who re¬ 
moved three limes protected 
by a tree preservation order 
in Walsall has been handed 
a court bill of more than 
£800 - while the property 
owner has been ordered to 
pay more than £3,000. 

A concerned resident 
told tree surgeon Clement 
Kidney that the trees were 
covered by a tree preserva¬ 
tion order, but he carried 
on removing them, Walsall 
Magistrates Court was told. 

Kidney, trading as Town 
and Country Tree Sur¬ 
geons, of Acocks Green in 
Birmingham, pleaded guilty 
to removing the trees from 
Wesleyan Court, Lichfield 
Road in Walsall, without 
the formal consent of Wal¬ 
sall Council. 

The 64-year-old was fined 
£300 and ordered to pay 
court costs of £500 and a £35 
victim surcharge. Property 
owner AH Field (Holdings) 
Ltd, of Bath Row, Birming¬ 
ham, also entered a guilty 
plea and was fined £2,000. 
Magistrates also ordered 
the property owner to pay 
costs of £1,107 and a victim 
surcharge of £120. 

They told the court that 
more care should have been 
taken by the tree surgeon 
to ensure the limes were 
protected and that the com¬ 
pany should have had better 
procedures in place.

WALSALL’S New Art Gallery is celebrat¬ 
ing another successful 12 months with vis¬ 
itor numbers surpassing the 200,000 mark 
for the second year in a row. 

The £21 million town centre gallery 
pulled in 202,775 art lovers from as far 
away as Mexico, New Zealand and Germany 
in 2014. Bosses say they are delighted the 
award-winning venue is as popular as ever. 

It comes as Walsall Council plans to re¬ 
duce the opening hours of the gallery under 
budget cuts. 

It could be forced to close an hour earlier 
each day for 20 weeks through the winter 


under cost-cutting proposals announced 
last year. 

Last year the gallery celebrated the 40th 
anniversary of its permanent Garman Ryan 
Collection, with exhibitions also from lead¬ 
ing artists Noemie Goudal, Richard Long, 
Gillian Wearing and Martin Parr. 

Walsall’s culture chief Councillor Khizar 
Hussain described the attraction as a ‘gem’. 
He said: “I’m delighted that the gallery con¬ 
tinues to deliver access to the arts across 
communities which everyone can come to¬ 
gether and enjoy. 

“What a marvellous gallery and Walsall 


would be lost without it.” In 2013, the world 
famous Damien Hirst exhibition was on at 
the gallery and 206,276 people visited in 12 
months, up from 194,497 in 2012. 

The iconic gallery, which was opened by 
the Queen in 2000, was awarded a grant of 
almost £500,000 to carry out improvements 
last year. It then emerged the council was 
looking to cut hours as part of its budget 
proposals for this year as part of proposals 
to save cash.

IT’S confession time. I’ve 
changed, I’ve done a U-turn, 
turned my back on my princi¬ 
ples.

Angels rise again 
in church revamp 


One Walsall church’s 
historic painted angels are 
being restored as part of a 
special £200,000 project 

ANGELS are being given a 
new lease of life in one Walsall 
church as part of a £200,000 
conservation project. 

Rushall Parish Church currently 
has a team of conservators in place 
who are undertaking the delicate 
project to preserve historic fres¬ 
coes which were created by English 
painter Reginald Frampton. 

The renowned artist specialised in 
murals and painted the four archangels, 
the tree of knowledge and other angels 
onto the walls of the building, which is 
also known as St Michael the Archangel 
Church, in the early 20th century. 

However, with the passage of time, in¬ 
evitably, the artworks have deteriorated 
and the paint has been flaking off. 

The conservation scheme is the final 
phase of a project of improvements that 
has seen a new heating system installed 
and windows and the stonework cleaned 
at the church in Leigh Road. 

The work on the paintings is being 
carried out by Lisa Shekede and Stephen 
Rickerby, who are based in London. 

As part of the process, Lisa has pains¬ 
takingly cleaned the wall surrounding 
the figure of the archangel Gabriel with 
thin paper and cotton buds. Once the 
cleaning and rubbing down stage is com¬ 
pleted, the pair will begin the intricate 
process of placing the individual flakes of 
paint that have fallen from the wall back 
into position using specialist techniques. 

St Michael’s spokesman, Bob Bar¬ 
nard, said: “When the conservators ar¬ 
rived they found that the condition of 
the paintings was different depending 
on their location up the walls. 

“The higher up they are above the

chancel, the worse the flaking has been. 
Some of the individual flakes are quite 
big in size. These will be delicately put 
back into position. The worst damage 
is near the organ pipes and the ceiling. 
This work will preserve the paintings 
for future generations to enjoy and stop 
them from flaking again.” 

Mr Barnard said a new heating sys¬ 
tem had improved conditions in the 
church. 

He said: “We used to have conden¬ 
sation in the church, but since we got 
rid of the open gas fires and replaced 
the heating system six years ago we ha¬ 


ven’t had any problems with this and 
there has been little deterioration since 
then.” 

Worshippers have so far raised 
£93,000 towards the restoration project 
by holding fairs and other community 
events, and a further £81,000 grant was 
awarded by the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

Scaffolding has been installed across 
the north and south transepts and 
above the chancel to allow the experts 
to get close to the paintings. 

In 1997, the parochial church council 
sought advice from experts on how best 
to conserve the pre-Raphaelite paint-

ings and an environmental monitoring 
report led to the heating system being 
changed. 

The artwork is believed to be one of 
only three frescoes by Frampton left in 
churches in Britain. Smaller examples 
are located in Hastings, in east Sussex, 
and Southend, in Essex. 

Rev Colin Such, vicar at Rushall Par¬ 
ish Church said: “We are delighted that 
work on this final phase has started. We 
are grateful to everyone who has helped 
us reach this point especially church 
members and people in the wider com¬ 
munity.”

The choice of Wendy Morton 
meant long-serving local coun¬ 
cillor Marco Longhi missed out.

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Dust cover alarm delay 
may have led to tragedy 

A DUST cover left on a smoke 
alarm may have led to the death 
of a pensioner in a house fire in 
Walsall, an inquest heard. 

Retired barmaid Anne Fowler, aged 
79, died from burns and smoke inha¬ 
lation after a discarded cigarette or a 
match sparked the blaze. 

Her body was discovered by the emer¬ 
gency services after her son Stephen ar¬ 
rived at the bungalow, in Edison Road, 
Beechdale, to find thick smoke billowing at 
10am on November 5, last year. 

The pensioner was found lying on a sofa. 
Black Country assistant coroner Dr An¬ 
drew Thompson, who recorded Mrs Fowl¬ 
er’s death as accidental, said he will ask the 
Government to look into ensuring the dust 
covers are removed from smoke alarms. 

West Midlands Fire Service investigator 
Watch Commander Jason Dean told the 
hearing at Smethwick Council House that 
although the detectors were heard going 
off, the plastic cover may have resulted in a 
delay in the pensioner being alerted. 

The blue cover was installed while work 
was being carried out to adapt the bunga¬ 
low by the owners Beechdale Community 
Housing Association before Mrs Fowler 
moved in last April. Mr Dean said: “It is ev¬ 
ident that the smoke detectors were going 
off, but one of them didn’t pick up any 
smoke until it was too late.” 

Mr Dean said since Mrs Fowler’s death 
the housing association had checked all its 
sites to ensure covers were removed after 
the completion of any repairs. He said the 
covers did carry warning labels, advising 
that they should be removed. Dr Thomp¬ 
son said: “I will write to the Home Office to 
ask them to look at the legislation.”

Tory outcry 
on garden 
waste tax 
proposed 


A PROPOSED charge for collecting garden 
waste in Walsall is a tax too far, it has been 
claimed by a leading Tory councillor. 

It comes as protesters have collected a petition of 
almost 2,000 names in opposition. There are con¬ 
cerns there will be more garden cuttings put into 
rubbish bins and increased landfill costs. 


The Conservative party 
has criticised the ‘Labour 
Garden Tax’ which is poised 
to see an annual fee of £28 
put on for green waste col¬ 
lections to generate around 
£310,000 from next year for 
the cash-strapped council. 

The amount of time a 
brown bin is collected also 
faces being reduced to half a 
year from eight months and 
general waste collections 
could become fortnightly 
rather than weekly. Under 
budget cuts, opening times 
also face being reduced at 
tips. 

Conservatives deputy 
leader, Councillor Adrian 
Andrew, said residents al¬ 
ready pay for the garden 
waste service through their 
council tax - and this was a 
tax too far. “This proposal 
has been put forward to us 
by officers many times and 
we have always said a re¬ 
sounding ‘no’ - people have 
only got to look at the dis¬ 
aster in Birmingham to see 
the impact on Walsall bor¬ 
ough,” he said.

The Labour-run coun¬ 
cil has run a consultation 
period and said no firm de¬ 
cisions will be made until 
next month. Environment 
chief, Councillor Lee Jeav- 
ons, previously said: “There 
are some really significant 
changes to the services res¬ 
idents currently receive 
contained within these pro¬ 
posals, such as adopting 
fortnightly collections of 
general household waste. 

“I would stress that peo¬ 
ple need to be aware of the 
council’s financial position. 
We need to save £86 mil¬ 
lion over the next four years 
and simply saying no is not 
enough.” It comes as a sepa¬ 
rate campaign has also been 
launched to save libraries. 

Thousands of people have 
signed petitions to ensure 
Streetly and Pheasey facili¬ 
ties are retained after being 
identified to shut under 
cost-cutting measures to 
save more than £500,000.

A TEAM of future Rooneys 
and Ronaldos has a new 
sponsor - and a life-saving 
bit of kit. 

Staffordshire’s Wyrley Juniors 
FC Under 7s Lions have snazzy 
new rain jackets alongside anoth¬ 
er new addition to their kit bag, a 
defibrillator.

The automated external defibril¬ 
lator (AED) will be carried with the 
team whenever they train or play their 
matches. It will be used in an emer¬ 
gency if any player or spectator suffers 
a cardiac arrest. 

Safeaid Services boss Fred Clowes 
said he was happy to help. He said: 
“We were approached by the Lions 
to sponsor their rain jackets, but we 
thought it would be great if we could 
also donate this unit to protect the 
team and also other players and spec¬ 
tators while they play. 

Specifically 

“Although sudden cardiac arrest is 
rare in children, it does happen and 
providing the automated external 
defibrillator massively improves out¬ 
comes. We believe that this will be one 
of the first AEDs specifically for the 
medical kit of such a young team an¬ 
ywhere in the country.” 

The company, based in Gipsy Lane, 
Willenhall, is now training the parents 
of the team to use the device. Wyrley 
Juniors FC Under 7s Lion chairman 
Keith Hardy said he was delighted 
with the new jackets and defibrillator. 

The club is based in Long Lane. 
To coincide with February half-term, 
it has also arranged some coaching 
skills workshops. The Staffordshire 
FA Skills Coaching sessions will take 
place on February 16 and 18. 

On the 16th, there will be a class 
from 10am until midday for girls aged 
between five and eight. 

This will be followed by a session 
from 1pm to 3pm for girls aged from 
nine up to 11. 


And on the 18th, there will be a ses¬ 
sion for boys aged between eight and 
11 from 10am until 1pm. 

The cost is £2 per class and the club 
warned that there is limited availabil¬ 
ity, with only 32 spaces per session. 

To book a place, call Keith on 
07836202764. Wyrley Juniors is also 
on the lookout for a keeper to play in 
the ladies reserve team. Safeaid Ser¬ 
vices has also supported Walsall Golf 
Club by providing a defibrillator. 


The move made Walsall one of only 
a third of UK golf courses to have such 
equipment. 

Lead instructor Stuart Clowes said 
the machine is designed to shock a pa¬ 
tient’s heart suffering cardiac arrest 
and can dramatically increase chance 
of survival.

Fear of disasters which haunted 
families of miners across region 


DISASTER: it was a word that 
was forever in the minds of all 
those who lived in a mining com¬ 
munity in Walsall. 

Residents feared a sudden accident 
in the local colliery that would swift¬ 
ly wreak death and destruction and 
bring enduring sorrow and travails. 

And as in other mining regions, the Black 
Country too suffered from disasters - as 
was made plain on November 14, 1872 at 
the Pelsall Heath Colliery. Disaster struck 
when water had accumulated in the old 
workings of an adjacent abandoned mine 
and had broken through to where 50 men 
had been lowered down to work at 6am. 

Fortunately, three hours later, 20 of them 
had come back up for breakfast. 

Soon after, as the water rushed in and 
flooded the tunnels below, these lucky 
miners heard an alarming cry from the 
bottom of the 60ft shaft. “Lower the cage 
or we shall all be drowned!” was the call. 
Colliers nearest to the shaft were able to

save themselves. One man in particular 
had a remarkable escape. Clinging to a lad¬ 
der, he was carried along underground for 
a quarter of a mile by the rush of water and 
‘when dragged up by his fellows, he was in¬ 
sensible’. 

But by nightfall, 22 men remained en¬ 
tombed. As soon as was possible, the col¬ 
liery’s management swiftly set up pumping 
apparatus. Unhappily, although 850 tons 
of water per minute could be pumped out, 
the flow was so rapid that by late Thursday 
night the level of water had reached almost 
11 yards. It did not start to drop until well 
into the Friday. Throughout Thursday and 
Friday, the womenfolk of the trapped min¬ 
ers gathered at the pit head. Shawls pulled 
over their heads and wrapped around their 
shoulders, they sat in patient sorrow .Among 
those who had escaped was Joseph Cash. He 


had been sitting on Jiggers Hill eating his 
breakfast when ‘Squash’, George Jeffreys, 
had come running to him, shouting “Run 
for your life! ” The water was close after him 
and both boys fled with all their speed down 
the hill to the bottom of the shaft. Unhap¬ 
pily their father and another brother were 
among the 22 men who had not escaped. 
Sadly they all died. 

Sister Dora, the Anglican nun and nurse 
who has become an iconic figure in Walsall, 
headed for Pelsall to comfort the families 
and to distribute blankets and food. 

Just over 50 years later, on April 21, 
1923, 57 miners working in the Dandy 
Mine in Pensnett were also overwhelmed 
by disaster. At about midday, there was a 
terrific flood of water and the colliers ran as 
fast as they could to escape. Five men were 
missing. Two days later, the rescuers found 
Enoch Cadman alive, sitting on a ventila¬ 
tion passage on the way to the thick coal. 

Unhappily, the four other men were 
found dead lower down. Thousands turned 
out to pay their respects when the men 


were buried in Wordsley Parish Church and 
Pensnett Parish Church.Local, regional and 
national support was even more marked fol¬ 
lowing the dreadful Aberfan Disaster of Oc¬ 
tober 21, 1966. That day, and after several 
days of heavy rain, a mass of waterlogged 
mining debris in a slag heap slid down the 
mountain above the South Wales village 
near Merthyr Tydfil. 

Within five minutes this frightful ava¬ 
lanche engulfed a farm, some terraced cot¬ 
tages and Pantglas Junior School, where 
pupils were just beginning their first les¬ 
sons. The effect was terrible: 116 children 
and 28 adults were killed. Quickly an Ab¬ 
erfan Disaster Memorial Fund was set up 
with 90,000 contributions made, totalling 
£1,606,929. One benefit event involved John 
Shipley and the The Spartans. Now better 
known as an author of football histories and 
Westerns, John was then lead guitarist and 
vocalist. He recalls: “On Saturday, Novem¬ 
ber 2, 1966, more than one-thousand rock 
and roll fans crammed into Walsall Town 
Hall to support a charity event.”

Paul's not hanging 
around in this series 


P aul O’Grady’s not afraid to 
admit he’s a big old softie - 
well, we see it in every 
episode of his For the Love of 
Dogs series, in which he manages 
to turn even the hardiest of us to 
mush. 

While this is something slightly 
different, it still has that ‘aw’ factor 
and the ever-giving Paul can be 
content in the knowledge that he’s 
still doing his bit for the animal 
kingdom. 

Yes, this series had ‘Paul 
O’Grady’ written all over it, so it 
was little surprise when it aired for 
the first time last year that he was 
brought on board to present. 

Paul has the best of both worlds 
as far as his career is concerned 
now, combining his love for animals 
in this series and For the Love of 
Dogs with the glitz and glamour of 
talking to celebrities on his live chat 
shows. 

He explained to TV Choice: “I 
think I blend the two, although I’m 
sort of known now for animals. I 
used to drop hints on my tea time 
chat show when I’d have an owl on 


my head, a chicken on the desk 
and a dog under my arm. I was 
basically saying, ‘Please hire me 
for an animal show because it’s 
something I’d really like to do.’” 

In Animal Orphans, he’s been 
meeting animals that have been 
orphaned in the wild in South 
Africa and Zambia. Our host learns 
that many of these - lions, 
cheetahs, hippos, elephants, 
baboons, and rhinos, among 
others - are in fact orphaned 
because of humans; either 
because their parents have been 
poached and killed, or their natural 
habitat has been destroyed. 

And while it’s been a pleasure, 
this touching series wraps up 
tonight, with Paul visiting 
Bambelela, a rehabilitation centre 
for orphaned vet monkeys. 

Cameras follow Paul as he cares 
for 10-month old Toledo, playing 
with him, feeding and trying to get 
him to settle at night - which isn’t 
the easiest of tasks. 

The presenter is also on hand to 
help test a troop of older monkeys 
to see if they’re ready for life in the 


wild. An important thing to ensure 
is that they’ve understood and 
learned the calls and behaviours 
needed to escape predators - so 
it’s time to bring out the rubber 
snakes, an eagle kite and a toy 
leopard. 

Paul also visits Moholoholo 
Rehab Centre again, and discovers 
what it’s like to be a volunteer with 
daily walks through the bush, 
cleaning the enclosures, and 
looking after the smelliest 
animal at the centre - the honey 
badger. Paul hits it off with five- 
month-old Julius, whose mum 
was hit by a car - but the 
badger takes quite a shine to the 
presenter and scent marks him 
several times. 

Paul exclaims: “I feel like I’ve 
been trapped in a lift with 18 
people who suffer from the worst 
BO in the world.” 

Plus, Paul revisits Olive the rhino, 
who he met in episode one, and 
chats with an anti-poaching activist, 
and before leaving Africa, he meets 
two giraffes and helps a velvet 
monkey find a new troop.

“Prosthetics have been the butt of every 


comedian’s joke, but things are changing. There’s 
no reason for anyone to put up with uncomfortable 
and unsightly dentures any more and talking 
about them is getting easier. 

“It wasn’t that long ago that an amalgamation 
between glamour and dentures was unheard of, 
but these unlikely descriptive bedfellows are now 
increasingly being fused together at our clinics 
in Dudley, Wolverhampton, Kidderminster and 
Dorridge,” adds Steven. 

Youthful, engaging smile 

Evangelical about what new-generation 
denture prescriptions can achieve, Steven 
adds: “Dentures have traditionally never been 
associated with cosmetic makeovers, but our 
high-quality prosthetics have quite literally taken 
years off some of our patients, reshaping sunken 
cheeks and pinched lips.” 

The palette of solutions to deliver a more 
youthful, engaging smile has never been so great, 
with traditional, handmade-on-the-premises 


prosthetics; suction diaphragm dentures; and 
implant-retained over-dentures. 

“We have often been privileged to transform 
looks - and lives - providing teeth that not only 
are aesthetically pleasing and hugely functional, 
but successfully support facial structures just like 
real teeth. 

“Can dentures ever be glamorous? Emphatically, 
yes,” he says. 

Strident advances in technology, improved 
materials and revised clinical procedures are all 
helping to “drive the denture revolution forward 
and it’s easy to add a real sense of natural-looking 
glamour to a clinical outcomes,” he says. 

By far the most sustainable and predictable 
results are found in implant-retained over¬ 
dentures, where permanently fixed implanted 
‘studs’ in the jaw secure the prosthetic. 

“For- those with the right bone density, over¬ 
dentures guarantee stability,” adds Steven. 

Implants, however, are not suitable for all and 
a cutting-edge suction valve device that holds 
prosthetics in position is another popular option. 


With the Ultra Suction system a clever diaphragm 
principle, triggered by bite pressure on patients’ 
gums, creates a ‘sucking’ vacuum between the 
soft-tissue mouth lining and the prosthetic. 

“The device can be mounted on upper or lower 
teeth and because of its efficiency allows us to 
consider a reduction in the size of the acrylic 
‘plate’ which can result in improved speech and 
taste. 

Fastidious about quality 

“For the right patient it can deliver excellent 
denture retainer qualities without the invasive 
procedures required for implant work, he adds.” 

Quality, handcrafted traditional dentures remain 
hugely popular. ”Our on-premises manufacturing 
allows us to be fastidious about quality. We use 
only the best of materials and we have mature, 
skilled team of technicians that supports us.

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High hopes for new citycar

Suzuki has had a tough time in 
the past few years, and when 
pressed its UK importers tend 
to hold up their hands and put 
the blame squarely on global 
exchange rates. 

Yes, those same exchange rates 
that saw Daihatsu pull out of the UK 
and Subaru discover the relative 
strength of the yen versus the pound 
made its cars as expensive as some 
BMWs and Audis. 

We have every sympathy for Suzuki. 
Subaru were pretty much hosed for a while 
because all of its manufacturing base was 
in Japan, so they bore the full brunt of the 
fiscal fluctuations. Suzuki has boxed a bit 
cleverer and leveraged its longstanding 
association with Maruti in India to bring 
us the Celerio citycar. Can it compete with 
some very sophisticated rivals in the UK? 
More to the point, does it actually need to? 

The 1.0-litre three-cylinder petrol engine 
develops a total of 66bhp at 6,000rpm and 
89Nm of torque at 3,500rpm, so you’re go¬ 
ing to need to give the throttle pedal a bit 
of treatment to get anywhere. 

Power goes to the front wheels via a 
five-speed manual gearbox at first, but we 
suspect that most UK buyers will want to 
talk to their dealer about matching the Du¬ 
aljet engine technology to Suzuki’s Auto 
Gear Shift. This system features an intel¬ 
ligent shift control actuator positioned at 
the top of the transmission that operates 
the gearshift and clutch automatically. With 


AGS, the driver can enjoy the ease driving 
of an automatic in city traffic, but without 
any loss in fuel efficiency or increase in 
C02 emissions that would normally be the 
case with a conventional torque convert¬ 
er-equipped automatic transmission. 

There’s even a low-speed ‘creep’ facility 
which allows the car to move in gear with¬ 
out the accelerator being applied, ideal in 
slow traffic and when parking. 

The Celerio probably isn’t going to turn 
too many heads, being a fairly gener¬ 
ic-looking citycar in the modern mould. 
That’s not to say its styling lacks merit, just 
that it’s nothing too adventurous. The most 
notable flourishes are probably the deeply 
sculpted flanks, with an arcing swage line 
that runs just below the door handles. The 
front grille is unusual, with a three-bar de¬ 
sign that kinks upwards at each extremity 
into the big headlight pods. 

Vast 

The body measures just 3,600mm 
from stem to stern and 1,600mm wide, 
so parking it shouldn’t present too much 
of a difficulty. A height of 1,530mm and a 
non-slanting roofline affords respectable 
headroom for occupants. The 2,425mm 
long wheelbase provides a tandem dis¬ 
tance of 743mm, which gives plenty of 
space in the cabin for five occupants. The 
boot is vast for a citycar, with a capacity of 
254-litres. 

The Celerio is tasked with pensioning off 
both the Splash and the Alto in the Suzuki 
range, which is quite a weight of responsi¬ 
bility to land on its narrow shoulders. Built 
in Thailand, it’s clearly targeting the value 
end of the citycar market. 

Prices start at around £8,000 for the SZ3

version, rising to around £9,000 for the 
plusher SZ4. 

Standard specification highlights for the 
Celerio SZ3 include six airbags (driver, 
passenger, side and curtain), ESP stability 
control, air conditioning, alloy wheels, DAB 
Radio, CD tuner, USB, Bluetooth connec¬ 
tivity and remote central locking. The even 
higher equipped SZ4 model adds polished 
alloy wheels, rear electric windows, front 
fog lamps, body-coloured door mirrors 
and chrome front grille. The Celerio is of¬ 
fered in six colours, of which five are op¬ 


tional metallic finish and one a standard 
solid colour. 

The Suzuki Celerio is always going to be 
overshadowed by state-of-the-art city slick¬ 
ers like the Volkswagen Up or the Renault 
Twingo, but it was never really designed to 
compete with the more high-end offerings 
of the sector. But after the Hyundai il 0 and 
the Volkswagen Up, the biggest selling 
citycar in the UK in 2014 was the Suzuki 
Alto. The Celerio looks set to do even bet¬ 
ter than the Alto, with its super-low emis¬ 
sions and clever transmission.

The new Subaru Outback, the 
fifth-generation of the brand’s pio¬ 
neering crossover, will go on sale 
in the UK from April 1 priced from 
£27,995 (on-the-road). 

Introduced in 1995 as the first ever cross¬ 
over and spawning a whole range of copy 
cat models ever since, the Outback has 
continued to successfully combine the vir¬ 
tues of a tourer with those of an SUV, win¬ 
ning over drivers with its practical, all-road 
nature.

The price of the Dacia Logan estate car, 
starts at a staggeringly low £6,995 on the 
road, I repeat £6.995, £5 under £7,000 for an 
estate car, this is one of the reasons Dacia 
has been one of the explosive success sto¬ 
ries in 2014 in car sales. 

My particular derivative was the Laureate - this 
is the top specification vehicle and has a price of 
£10,795. In this day and age this is a staggeringly low 
figure and when you consider what you get for the 
money, it has to be worth a second look. 

It is built in Romania and is a joint venture of the mighty 
Renault and Nissan Empire. The Dacia fulfills for those peo¬ 
ple paying with their own money all your motoring needs. 
Yes, we can accept there may one or two rough edges and 
it may not have the ambiance of the more expensive vehi¬ 
cles, but hey who cares when you are paying with your own 
money. This is important. 

Who can decry a vehicle that has smart alloy wheels, 
body coloured co-ordinated bumpers, and door handles. 
Chrome appears all over the vehicle, and this vehicle is a 
full five-seater. 

It also has an on-board seven-function computer. All this 
remember at that headline price at the beginning of the ar¬ 
ticle. 

Externally the car looks quite impressive - the front fog 
lamps and roof give a purposeful look. The rear boot area 
has a cover to keep goods secure and away from the mis¬ 
creants that shouldn’t be looking and all the rear glass has 
a slight tint to it. 

It is difficult to understand in this day and age how oth¬ 
er manufacturers can justify some of the exhorbitant pric¬ 
es when you look at what you are actually getting with the 
whole of the Dacia range. 

The Logan is not a vehicle that has been overlooked 
when it comes to safety features. It has anti-lock brakes and 
emergency brake assist, the rear doors have child protec¬ 
tion devices, and should you drive away with a door not 
quite fastened a visible warning system sounds. 

There is a driver’s air bag and front and side air bags. In 
addition the front passenger airbag can be de-activated to 
ensure junior’s seat is fitted correctly. 

From a driving perspective to sit in the cabin was not 
overtly unpleasant, an abundance of grey plastic with a 
much lighter grey roof lifted the vehicle and gave a feeling 
of space. 

Shoulder, leg and headroom for all occupants were ex¬ 
ceptionally good. 

Transformation 

The dashboard was a disappointment in so far that in 
daylight it was difficult to read the silver letters on the black 
background, but what a transformation when it was dark 
and you switch the lights on. The dashboard now glows a 
warm orange and the superb graphics are now easily un¬ 
derstood. 

The seven-function on-board computer, which you nor¬ 
mally associate with more expensive cars, telling you how 
much fuel you have left, what your mpg is, and two various 
trip meters, give you an indication of the mileage that you 
have travelled. 

The heater controls are simplistic in their central console 
location as were the controls for the front windows. The rear 
electric windows switches were hidden away and difficult to 
find. 

The engine is the brilliant 1.5-litre diesel that Renault 
share with Nissan, this produces 90 bhp, sufficient to give 
excellent miles to the gallon and adequate performance in 
most circumstances. 


Seriously 

During my time with the Dacia I achieved 60 mpg over 500 
miles of varied driving conditions on a mixture of all types of 
roads. With CO emissions at 99 and excise duty in Group A, 
this is a seriously cheap car to run. 

There was one huge disappointment however, and that 
was the gear ratios. Dacia has a five-speed manual gearbox. 
In the week previous I had driven the brilliant Renault Captur 
with exactly the same engine and a five-speed gearbox, but 
someone at Dacia needs to be remonstrated with, because 
the gear ratios chosen spoilt the vehicle. Fifth gear is a com¬ 
plete and utter no-go area unless you are travelling at 50 
mph and above, even fourth gear struggled at 30 mph. The 
engineers have designed the Dacia for maximum mpg but 
totally overlooked driver comfort and this was a very sad 
feature. 

All Dacia’s come with a three-year or 60,000 miles warran¬ 
ty and for the pricing structure they just have to be worth a 
second glance.
